GENERAL. 


In presenting the 12th Annual Report of King George’s Fund for Sailors, for the 
year, 1928, the General Council are pleased to be able to report continued and satisfactory progress. 


The closing days of the year were clouded by the national anxiety over the protracted and grave 
illness of His MAJESTY THE KING, the Patron of the Fund, who has so closely identified himself with its 
work, not only in bestowing his name upon it, but by keen practical interest and generous financial support. 
Happily for the Empire and the world at large, though anxiety still persisted, the year ended on a somewhat 
more cheerful note, and the nation was able to look forward to the New Year with hope and confidence. 


The very great interest which is taken by members of the Royal Family in the seafaring community 
was shown by the action of HER MAJESTY THE QUEEN, who on December 12th, at a time of grave concern 
and great personal strain, attended the ceremony on Tower Hill, conducted by the Imperial War Graves 
Commission, to unveil the War Memorial to 12,000 members of the Merchant Navy and the Fishing 
Fleets who lost their lives in the Great War, and have no grave but the sea. In spite of the very adverse 
weather conditions the ceremony was most impressive, and was brought to a close by HER MajEsty’s 
gracious reception of three widows and three orphans of seafarers commemorated in the Memorial, and of 
a number of Officers and Men of the Merchant Navy who had themselves performed some signal act of 
bravery or daring in the war, all of whom were severally presented. 


The General Council wish to draw attention to the remarks made by H.R.H. THE DUKE oF YORK in 
his opening address on the occasion of the General Council at St. James’s Palace on the 18th December 
(page 9). Though this War Memorial is a thing of architectural beauty, and fitly commemorates the 
deeds of those gallant sailors who lost their lives in their Country’s cause, King George’s Fund is a living 
memorial and a testimony of the nation’s gratitude for the services, not only of those who died in the War, 
but of those who survived and have since been stranded on the rocks of old age, sickness and adversity. 
It provides opportunity in perpetuity for those who have not yet practically testified their appreciation 
of the gallant deeds of our Sailors (not only those of yesterday, but also those of to-day) to send their 
quota to augment the Fund, be it small or large, according to their means. 
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It must not be overlooked that the Sailor’s life, even in days of peace, is a hard and hazardous one 
at the best of times and, in fact, as revealed not long ago in a White Paper issued by the Home Office, 
is the most dangerous of all callings. This has been proved by the number of cases that have come 
- forward for settlement of claims under the Workmen’s Compensation Act, of which Shipping represents 
the highest percentage recorded. Shipping also headed the lists in the ratio of fatal and non-fatal 
accidents per 1,000 persons employed. This is attributable in some degree to the fact that while it has 
been found possible to carry out measures for the safety of workers in occupations on shore, for those 
who traverse the seas no such precautions can be taken. No human agency can control the wind or 
waves, thus the Seaman is at the mercy of storms, hurricanes and fogs, or unseen dangers below the 
surface of the sea, and modern invention is powerless to do more than lessen in some degree the risks 
of the profession and cannot wholly abate them. 


In February last His Royal Highness THE PRINCE OF WALES was appointed by His MaJEsty THE 
KiNG, the Master of the Merchant Navy and the Fishing Fleets, a compliment to those services which 
was welcomed and greatly appreciated by British Seafarers throughout the world. On taking over the 
duties of his new appointment, His Royal Highness, to mark the occasion, made a donation of £100 to 
King George’s Fund, and at the same time signified his intention of becoming an annual Subscriber of 
£50. The General Council take this opportunity of again expressing their grateful thanks to His Royal 
Highness for this generous support, which follows a liberal donation of £500 when the Fund was first 
inaugurated. His Royal Highness’s practical interest thus indicated in the work carried out by the Fund 
has given the greatest gratification to the General Council and all concerned in its administration. 


A satisfactory feature of the past year’s receipts is the steady increase in the number of annual 
Subscribers, and another that is particularly gratifying is the number of those contributors to the Fund 
in its earliest days, who temporarily lost touch with the Fund, and who have now resumed their support. 
The number of donors also shows an even larger proportionate increase than the Subscribers, including 
several new supporters. In some measure, owing to the additional individual assistance thus received, 
though legacies also play a great part, it was possible for the General Council at their last meeting of the 
year to make a larger distribution to the Marine benevolent institutions than has been the case for 
several years past. | 


The total of the legacies received during the year amounts to £7,181, and shows a very welcome 
increase on that for 1927, which was the worst in this regard experienced by the Fund. The General 
Council have to thank the Executors of the late Miss ANN WArD for £1,000, and of Miss ISABELLA 
McDovea tt for £25, allotted to the Fund from the sums at their disposal for charitable purposes. They 
also gratefully acknowledge the receipt of £5,750 in part settlement of the bequest to the Fund by the 
late Colonel HENRY Dovucuty, in his lifetime a generous supporter. A further sum of £368 was received 
during the year under the bequest of the late Mr. W. S. Davipson, of Quebec, and as this is to form a 
trust fund it was invested and added to the amount previously received. 


The General Council desire to express their grateful thanks also to an anonymous friend, “‘the 
mother of a Naval D.S.O.,’’ who has given the sum of £1,000 to provide a trust to be administered by 
the Fund for the benefit of seafarers, irrespective of rank, who may become “‘bankrupt, down and out, 
and have no relation or friend to help.’”’ This sum has accordingly been invested, and the Fund will 
carry out the wishes of the donor under a special deed of Trust. ’

It is also desired to thank very cordially those workers in London and the Provinces through whose 
special efforts support has been received during the year. The Merseyside Appeal Committee held their 
annual Flag Day in Liverpool and the adjacent towns on June 2nd, and repeated their record success of 
the previous year by raising £900 for the Fund, thus making the total amount collected by that Com- 
mittee since the inauguration of the Fund no less than £10,332. For this very successful result the 
Council wish to offer their hearty congratulations, and especially to Mr. F. G. D’Arru, Hon. Secretary, 
LADY THURLOW, Miss REDFEARN, and the members of the Appeal and Ladies’ Committees. Friends in 
Sheffield have also been active, and a useful sum has been collected during the year by Mrs. ROLLINSON 
and Miss J. LEE, acting as the local Honorary Secretaries and organisers, by means of collections at 
Cinemas, in spite of the prevailing industrial depression in the town. The Committee are grateful for 
their continued interest. On Sunday, May 6th, by the courtesy of the British Broadcasting Corporation, 
the Deputy Chairman broadcasted an-appeal on behalf of the Fund. The appeal was practically world- 
wide, and the Council tender their cordial thanks to the B.B.C. for giving them the advantage of this 
unique method of making the public better acquainted with the Fund. 


The Council have once again to record their hearty appreciation of the assistance rendered them by 
the Press. It is impossible to appraise the value of the publicity invariably accorded to the activities of 
the Fund from time to time, and the Council are most grateful for the invaluable help so readily given. 


The General Council met five times during the year. H.R.H. THE DUKE oF YoRK, President, was 
graciously pleased to preside at the December meeting, and H.R.H. THE DUKE OF CONNAUGHT, Chairman, 
at that in July. One meeting was held at St. James’s Palace by the gracious permission of His MAJESTY 
THE KING, and three meetings were held in the Court Room of the Trinity House. The Annual General 
Meeting, by kind permission of the Lorp Mayor, took place at the Mansion House, the Lorp Mayor, as 
a Vice-President of the Fund, presiding on that occasion. The General Council, on behalf of all interested 
in the Fund, desire to thank most cordially the Elder Brethren of the Trinity House for the continued 
kindness and hospitality extended by them to the Fund at all times since its inauguration. 


It is with great regret that the General Council have to announce the deaths of the following during 
the year :-—

The EArt or DuRHAM, who was appointed on the inauguration of the Fund and always 
showed a keen interest in its work for seafarers.

Sir Dyce DuckwortH, Bart. Joined the General Council in 1917 and served as a member

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President. He was warmly interested in all welfare work for Sailors, and particularly 
in the cure and alleviation of sickness and disease, in which connection the sailor owes 
much to his skill and attention. 


Honorary Visitor— 
Sir HENRY SAMMAN, Bart., who became an Honorary Visitor in 1917. An old sailor himself, 
and later becoming a successful shipowner, he took the greatest interest in all welfare 
work for Seafarers. He was a generous supporter of all Marine charities.

The Distribution Committee (under the Chairmanship of Vice-Admiral G. R. MANSELL), the Finance 
Committee (Chairman, Sir FREDERICK LEwts) and the Collecting Committee (Chairman, Captain Sir 
ARTHUR CLARKE), have met at intervals during the year, and the Council desire to thank the members 
of these Committees for the able manner in which their work has been carried out, and.for their regular 
attendance. 


DISTRIBUTION. 


The number of applications from Marine Benevolent Institutions to participate in the Main Grants 
of the Fund was 90, and of these 83 were allocated grants. The total grants for the year amounting to 
£53,000. 


INTERIM GRANTS. 


These amounted to £3,750, and applications for these, which are intended to meet urgent and 
unexpected calls upon the Marine Charities, were less than has been the case hitherto. The proportion 
also devoted to Samaritan Funds for temporary relief of distressed seafarers whilst out of a ship was 
‘smaller than usual. It is hoped that the reduced calls on the Fund in this particular indicate that shipping 
during the past year has shown improvement and fewer seamen have had long intervals between 
voyages. 


MAIN GRANTS. 


These amounted to £43,360, and were allocated to the various old established Institutions and Funds 
which have formerly received grants with little change except in some cases the amount of the grant. 
The General Council wish once again to express their cordial thanks to the Committees and Staffs of 
those bodies administering certain special funds for their voluntary services in dealing with the 
individual cases coming before them. It is still unfortunately the fact that many of these are cases of 
penury and hardship. | 


fe ee WILE E UND. 


The income accruing from this Trust, amounting to about £2,890, has been allocated separately from 
the Main Fund, in collaboration with Dame Mary Wits. The Trust is solely for the benefit of Seamen 
and Sailors of the Mercantile Marine, and six institutions or funds, which comply with the terms of the

Trust, wece made awards. In future years there will be an addition of about £50 a year to the income 
under this Trust, accruing from the trust bequest of the late Mr. W. S. DAvipson, of Quebec, which has 
precisely the same objects. 


VISITS TO INSTITUTIONS AND FUNDS. 


The General Council again desire to express their indebtedness to the Honorary Visitors of the 
Fund who voluntarily devote a large amount of time and attention to visits and reports upon the various 
Marine benevolent institutions and funds applying for assistance. During the past year 75 of these have 
been inspected and reported upon, the highest number yet recorded in the history of the Fund, and these 
reports have been of the greatest assistance to the Council in making their allocations to those 


concerned. 


The General Council are open to receive special or urgent applications from Marine Institutions at 
any time during the year, and they will come up for immediate consideration. On the second Saturday 
in March an advertisement will be inserted in the Press, inviting applications from Marine Benevolent 
Institutions desirous of being considered at the Main Distribution of the Fund for the current year. It 
is desired again to emphasise the fact that the absence of a grant, or the variation in the amount of a grant, 
to a Marine Benevolent Institution, implies only that the Council, having before them the current 
circumstances of the case, have decided upon the allocation accordingly. 


“A MEETING of the GENERAL COUNCIL was held at St. James’s 
Palace on Tuesday, December 18th, 1928, at 5 p.m., H.R.H. The DUKE oF 
York, President of the Fund, presided.

After the Minutes of the last meeting had been signed, His Royat HIGuHNEss, the President, gave 
the following address :— 


“My Lorps aNnD GENTLEMEN, 

It gives me great pleasure to preside at this meeting of the General Council, which, as you know, is our 
most important in the year, and at which we announce and approve the recommendations of the Distribution 
Committee in its allocation of grants to the Marine Benevolent Institutions. 


It will, I am sure, be a matter of gratification to you all to know that the total distribution this year, 
amounting to £53,000, is our largest since 1921, and has only twice been exceeded in the history of the Fund. 
This brings the total sum distributed to a figure exceeding £600,000. 


Our meeting to-day follows very appropriately the ceremony carried out a few days ago, by HER MajEsty 
THE QUEEN, of unveiling the beautiful Memorial on Tower Hill to the Officers and Men of the Merchant Navy 
and the Fishing Fleets who lost their lives in the Great War and have no grave but the Sea. 


This dignified example of architecture is a visible reminder of a great sacrifice, and completes the tale of 
those of a similar character which have been erected in this country and abroad to commemorate the heroic 
services of the Seamen of the Empire during the War years. 


In this great Fund we have a Memorial to our Seafarers of a living nature. So far as we can say anything 
in this world is permanent, this memorial is an active force in perpetuity for the benefit of those whom the 
Great War deprived of their breadwinners ; and for those seafarers and their dependents whom sickness or 
mischance strand upon the shores of adversity. It has been defined by your Chairman as ‘a permanent memorial 
to the courage and devotion to duty displayed by the Seamen of the Empire throughout the five anxious years 
of the Great War.’ 


I desire to take this opportunity of reminding my fellow countrymen who pass their days on shore, if such 
reminder is necessary, that though we are no longer at war, and are experiencing the blessings of peace, the 
Seafarer still remains on active service. In his eternal struggle with the elements the sailor knows no close 
time, and the recent devastating gales which have swept our shores have taken heavy toll of the seafaring 
community. 


It was only ashort time ago that we were afforded an example of magnificent heroism and unselfish devotion 
to duty, which have ever been characteristics of the British seaman, in the action of those fearless Kentish 
fishermen who lost their lives off Rye in an endeavour to save the lives of strangers in peril by the sea. It is 
satisfactory to know that, through the generosity of the public, those who have been bereaved by this disaster 
will be adequately provided for, and, in this regard, that King George’s Fund was not behind hand in its 
sympathy nor lacking in generosity in the measure of its support.”’ 
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Admiral of the Fleet EARL JELLICOE then welcomed His Roya HIGHNEss, and dealt briefly with 
the illness of His Majesty the King, Patron of the Fund. He referred to the munificent support given by 
His Maiesty on the inauguration of the Fund, his continued interest as an annual Subscriber of £100, 
and the fact that the Fund by His Majesty’s express command had received his name. He then moved 
the following resolution, which was seconded by LoRD SOUTHWARK and carried unanimously :—- 

“The General Council of King George’s Fund for Sailors respectfully tender to His Royal Highness THE 
DUKE oF YorK, President, their profound sympathy in the long illness of His Mayresty THE KinG, Patron of 
the Fund, and their heartfelt wishes for his early and complete recovery. Also to convey their humble duty to 
Her MAJESTY THE QUEEN, His Royal Highness the PRINCE oF WALES and the other members of the Royal 
Family, with an expression of deep synpathy in their prolonged anxiety. The Council desire at the same time 
to express their sincere appreciation of the gracious and thoughtful action of HER MAjEsty THE QUEEN in 
unveiling the Merchant Navy War Memorial on Wednesday, the 12th instant, at a time of great personal stress.”’ 

The Report of the Distribution Committee was presented by Vice-Admiral GEORGE R. MANSELL, 
the Chairman ; that of the Finance Committee by Sir FREDERICK Lewis; and that of the Collecting 
Committee by Commodore Sir RICHARD WILLIAMS-BULKELEY. It was resolved in each case that the 
Report be received and adopted. 


Captain Sir ARTHUR CLARKE, Deputy Chairman, then gave a brief resumé of certain aspects of the 
work carried out by the Fund during the year, mentioned the indebtedness of the Fund to the Honorary 
Visitors, to the Trinity House, and to the Lord Mayor of London, and moved the appointment of :—

THE Lorp MAyor oF LonpoN then moved a vote of thanks to His RoyaL HIGHNEss for presiding 
at the meeting, which was seconded by Sir ALFRED READ, supported by Sir JAMES Parr, High Com- 
missioner for New Zealand, and carried with acclamation. 

His Roya Hicuness briefly responded and the proceedings then terminated.
